Andy Ryan, John Hand, Charies Fisk 
and Stillwell. Chas. Fisk was arrested 
onthe road betwen his house and Blue 
Spring yesterday afternoon by Keshlear and 
Goodin, Deputy Marshals. Fisk lives about 
two milesfrom Blue Spring and was going 
to town when found. Theofficers evidently 
knew the value of their game, for they went 
out purposely for him. He had no arms and

Now,with an assured smaller 
crop, Say five or five anda half million bales, 
we are comparatively iower than last year. 


Parties who are _ selling now are 
those who have profits of 0 to 420 
abale, and who are taking thisin.

are selling from onetotwoand three hun- 
dred thousand bales aday, and you see that 
the market does not really decline under 
these heavy sales. This, I think, shows the 
real strength of the market. Besides, it 
brings a new elementinto the market, and 
they are parties who have confidence in high- 
er prices. The West has been the first to 
commence buying this year. Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati and Louisville have had 
their drummers out watching the crops. At 
first, when planted, everything looked well 
and a large crop was expected. When 
the drouth struck it and damage 
became assured, then it was the buying com- 
menced. New York expected that first re- 
ceipts would be early and frighten out these 
buyers, when she couid f° in, buy at lower 
prices, and have everything her own way. 
This did not follow, and New York has really 
been cornered and had to buy out.”?

The Sources to Which Epidemics 
of Violence May Be Traced. 
Injemperance Hourly Washing Away the 
Foundations of Modern Society.

Ex-Gov. Charles P. Jobnson, who stands 
at the head of the criminal bar in this State, 
-and whose opinion on criniinal topics is worthy 
all due consideration from the fact that he 
has not only studied the subject in the prac. 
tical] school of experience, but has also de- 
voted much time to the phPosophical discus- 
sion and analyzation of the causes 
and consequences of crime, was 
interviewed by a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter to-day concerning the epidemic of 
murder and violence that has prevailed here 
during the summer months. fe spoke very 
plainly and, perbaps, somewhat forcibly in 
the matter, but the reader will acknowledge 
that there isa great deal of bold truth in 
what he says, and that the remedies he sug- 
gests have much meaning in them and may, 
aiter all, be the only way out of a recurrence 
of the recent bloody episode. 

“Governor, What do you think is the 
cause of so much violent crime this season?” 
the reporter asked. 

“The bulk of violent crime throughout the 
country 1] don’tthink, is greater this year 
than usual. Thereis rather a decrease inthe 
rural districts. You remember the season 
when 

TRAMPS 
were scattered throughout the country? At 
that timeevery day’s telegrams reported 
atrocities committed in tbe rural districts. 
That kind of crime assumed an epidemic 


form in those regions, and the causes 
were not indigenous. They cime 
frem witbout. With the disap- 
peayance of the tramp _ disappeared 


that efflorescence of crime. fhe tramp was a 
natural product of the unhealthy or inbar- 
monious condition of the relations between 
Jabor and capital, and his advent, career, and 
disappearance gave a fineillustration of how 
‘with po apparent or immediate relation to 
crime certain causes will precipitate it on 
communities.” | 

“Well, surely there has been an increase of 
ths kindof crime in St. Louis this sea- 
son}? de 

**Yes, and in every other large city. Here 
it bas assumed almost epidemic proportions, 
and itis eusy toaccount for this more than 
ordinary development. Epidemic develop- 
ment is mostly, though not always, attrivuta- 
bie to loc.) causes.” 

*-Give me your opinion of the causes of the 
epidentic development in our midst?’ 

‘*] cannot give vou allofthem. I will give 
you two ofthe principal causes to account 
for the large number of violent crimes com- 
mitted in our midst this season. The tirstis 
the almost unlimited license given to vice in 
our city. A natural attendant of prosperons 
material civilization is vice, and unless con- 


trolied and restrained with = strennous 
efforts, here and there made, 
for entire suppression, it will 


constantly fruit in crime. That there are cor- 
tain kinds of vices flourishing in our midst 
requiring entirely different laws te control 
them, every. reflecting man_realizes. They 
are the seed plotsof crime. Tneyare the 
roots, and you know the way to direct or ex- 
tirpate is with the roots.” 

“What are they ’?’’ 

‘*Well, the greatest vice is intemperance. 
There are too many low whisky shops in St. 


Lovis by a long ways. ‘Taey_ pre 
scattered in, all directions. They 
throw out temptations to youns men 


and make loafers, drunkards and criminals 
of them. I tellyou 
THE GROG SHOPS 

are doing more to enuervate, demoralize and 
ruin the younger brain and muscie of aecer- 
tain class in this city than alljother influences 
combined. No wonder that in the loag 
race of hife the majority of your country boys 
come out ahead of your sorely anid constantly 
tempted city boys. There was a_e good 
article the other day in one of the papers 
referring to idleness as a prolific source of 
crime, Well, there is more idleness ciuéed 
by the temptation held out to men to loaf 
around grog shops than anything else. And 
they deal out intoxicants to minors aad 
drunken men regardless of the conseyienves. 
Look at the record of your crimes of violence 
during this summer, and most everyone, «i- 
rectly or indirectiv, is traceable to whisky. 
Hayes wouldn’t have killed Mueller if he had 


been = sober. He was” wild with 
liquor. Parker .disemboweled Peyton

“Such legislation would decrease the num- 
ber of saloons undoubtedly. What else would 
you suggest?” 

‘Provision to be made for more thorough 
police control of those licensed, with severe 

enalties attached to the sale of liquors to 

oys, ‘hoodlums,’ snd drunken men.” 

‘*Anything else?” 

‘‘Yes, Go to the low dives on Christy 
avenue, Almond, and some other streets, and 
you will tind licensed saloons in connection 
with bouses of prostitution. It is almost 
beyond comprehension how professed civil- 
ized people legalize such institutioaos. It is 
simply a disgrace to our humanity, let alone 
our intelngence. These places are not only 
the seed plots of violent crime, but of dis- 
ease and every kind of crime. Granted that 
prostitution will exist, itis not necessary to 
have it accompanied with the revolting con- 
sequences and public exhibitions of beastly 
drunkenness. Itis bad enough for a woman 
to go to eternal damnation through her own 
special will without forcing her along with 
a Jegalized, poisonous draught of grog. 
A man goesto the bar, invites the poor 
wretches to drink; then repeats; again re- 
peats, and again and again, until his money is 
exhausted, and

who fails toadd tothe profits of the bar by 


refusing to gorge her already distented and 
bloated carcass with the vile and deadly stuff.

“You wouldn’t have them license the sell- 
ing of liquor, then, in houses of bad re- 
pute?”

‘“‘Hiow about these low theaters ?’? 

‘‘So-called ‘theaters’ that unite liquor 
selling with prostitution and indecent stage 
exhibitions ought not to be tolorated at all. 
These, after all, are the worst schools 
ofcrime we have. They afford a special at- 
traction to youth, and at the most plastic 
mind-period make impressions—plant seeds 
of evil—fearfully ruimous in their outcome. 
And you know bow many of them there are 
seattered in our midst.’ 

‘*Has the weather anything to do in causing 
the summer’s epidemic?” 

“Yes: the criminal statistics always reach 
amaximumin July and August. The bigher 
the temyerature of the atmosphere, the more 
susceptible the blood is to the effects of whis- 


ky, and tbe more susceptible the pas- 
sions to any Ifrritating cause. You 
rarely hear of riot in 


a 
mid-winter. It would be barely possible for 
the French people to dance the Carmignole 
with ice in the Seine. There people live out 
of doors and commingle together more in 
summer. No. Given a favorable condition, 
such as 1 have detailed to you, and the hot 
weather will precipitate an epidemic of 
crime. The Jaws are about the same as those 
regulating disease.”? 

*‘Society has something to do with it?” 

“Itisthe product of the condition of so- 
ciety, and takes its colorings and forms 
therefrom. Givenacertain condition of so- 
ciety, the product will be acertain amount 
and kind of crime. And every now and then 


the product startles the community. It is 
unlooked for, unexpected. Why, 

THE SEEDS 
were allowed a deposit by ourselves. The 


effect might have been counted on if we had 
civen any philosophical thought to the sub- 
ject. And whentheterrible product startg 
up everybody for a shorttime is exercis- 
ex. A eall for the applic t- 
tion, of immediate remedies is 
made. And there is no  pro- 
vision made for immediate remedies. 
Then unsuspecting people will talk of mob 
violence. Ior what? As a remedy? Why, 
to acity this ranks next to war as a calamity. 
The innocent always suffer withthe guilty.

I tell you, sir, there is just an ocea- 
sional recklessness, heartlessnesa, about you 
newspaper men that is hard to understand. 
lt reminds one of Choate’s ribald laugh of 
the buccaneer as he hears the shriek of his 
crowning victims from out the waters of mid- 
ocean.’? 


‘‘some persons micht think that such legis- 
lation as you speak of would infringe on per- 
sonal) rights.”? 

“Notatall. It would discourage the sale 
of alcohol and guide the people into other 
avenucs of social amusement. It would un- 
doubtedly aecrease drunkeness, and thatisa 
recognized offense under the laws of the 
State. Men and women‘are sentto the Work- 
house every day for being drunk on the 
street in violation of the city law, and 
at ,\the same time the city 
extends a standing invitation at most every 
other corner of the thickly populated part of 
the town to comein and get drunk. Iam not 
ut all fanatical ontbis or any other su‘ject, 
and believe inthe largest liberty, Dut at the 
same time] believe in legislating to curtail 
a liberty Whenitassumes tbe shape ofa 
license working the most disas- 
trous evil to the community. Society 
has a right to protect itself under the police 
power. We quarantine against epidemic 
diseases, we arbitrarily send small-pox pi- 
tienis to special hospitals, we abate nui- 
sances and do a good many sfmilar acts at the 
expense of 

INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS, 
and peopie have ceased to question the policy 
or authoritv. Well, this matter I am talking 
about is a practical question and should be 
dea)t with in the same category of public ne- 
cessity,’”? 

‘Don’t you think it rather strange that 
these questions have not received more at- 
tention with a view to practical legislation?” 

‘Yes, Ido. But your intellizent citizen 
hasn’t much timeto devote to these things. 
He gives most of his time to private business, 
and what interest he takes in public matters 
bas reference to general politics. The great 
social questions of the age, those upon which 
hinge the future welfare of the eonntry, re- 
ceive little practical attention at his 
hands. (Juestions affecting commerce, 
trade, tariff, tinances, party ascendancy, ete., 
dominate all others.

self-vovernment, but reaps few benefits from 
its possession, Ife reads the thoughts of al- 
vanced thinkers; be admires and indorses 
them, but he never imagines that they micht 
be cry stalized into legislation for his and tue 
pudlic’s benetit.

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THE MEDICAL CONGRESS. 


Dr. John T. Hodgen Relates the 


Events of His Trip. 


How American Physicians Were Re- 
ecived—Exciting Discussions on 
Interesting Topics. 


Dr. John T. Hodgen has just returned from 
Europe where he has been in attendance at 
the International Medical Congress at Lon- 
don. The Doctoris brimful of his trip, but 
when questioned about the matter he said 
that the subject was too immense for him 
to attempt to give any idea of it. The Con- 
gress met from the 2nd to the 9th of August, 
and was attended by more than 3,000 eminent 
men trom all parts of the world. It was in 
every way the greatest gataering of medical 
men ever held, and the British Medical Jour- 


na) doubts whether such an assemblage could 


be held anywhere outside of London. 
Sir James Paget was president 
of the Congress, and Dr. Hodzen 


declares that there was nothing but praise 
for the way in which he fulfilled the duties of 
bis office. The guests were treated magni- 


ficently. Sir James Paget received each day 
100 guests. Manv other members held re- 
ceptions at which from 400 to 700 members of 
the congressjwere present nightly, and every- 
body extended to the strangers the most gen- 
erous reception and hospitality. 

‘The Congress was fruitful in great work, 
was it not?” the reperter asked or Dr. Hod- 
ren. 

, “It was,’’ said he, enthusiastically. ‘‘So 
much so that I fear to undertake to summar- 
ize Wbat it has accomplished, and we will re- 
fer to the records, which I have with me and 
which will giv® a better opinion than I could 
of the ground covered and the work done.” 

It will be gratifying to Americans to 
bear that their countrymen were welli 
received and made themseles justly esteemed 
at this, the greatestof medical gatherings. 
Drs. Hodgen and Rumbold, the two repre- 
sentatives from St. Louis, took prominent 
parts inthe discussions. Dr. John S. Bil- 
lings, Surgeon of the United States Army ani 
Librarian at Washington, delivered an ad- 
dress, of which Sir James Pagetsaid: ‘*i 
am sure Il snouid express the feeling of you 
allif I were to say that if this singie paper 
were the sole production of the congress, i! 
was worth coming bere to meet that it micat 
be produced.”’ ; 

Dr. Billings’ subject was “Medical Liter.- 
ture” and it contained some very interestins 
data. He estimates that there are at presen! 
scattered over the earth 180,000 medical men 
who have some kind of diplomas. Of these 
the United States has approximately 60,000: 
Great Britain and her colonies, 35.000; Ger- 
many and Austro-Hungary, 52,000; France 
and ber colonies, 26,000; [taly, 10,000: Spain, 
5,000 ; all others 17,000. x. ae 
about 11,600 are contributors to 
medical literature, viz.: 2,800 in the United 
States, 2,600 in France, 2,300 in Germany and 
Austro-Hungary, 2,000 in Great Britain, 600 
in Italy, 300 in Spain, 1,000 in all others. It 
will be seen from these figures that the num- 
ber of physicians who are writers 
is proportionately greatest in France 


and least in the United States. Dr. 
Billings paid a high compliment 


to his fellow-countrymen as collector in the 
following words: ‘‘I think it is safe to say— 
that certainly would not have been true twen- 
ty years ago—thatif the entire medical liter- 
ature of the world, with the exception of th :t 
which is collected inthe United States, were 
to be now destroyed, nearly all that is val:- 
able could be reproduced without diili- 
culty.” 

“Was the sulijeet of vivisection touched 
uponinthe coryress?’ Dr. Hodgen was asked. 

“Yes, and cs,:idiy sOinan address on 
the unveiling «: ibe statue of Harvey, at 
Folkestone, onthe oth of August,’ and the 
Doctor again icterred tbe reporter tothe 
records. The uddressin question was de- 
livered by Richard Owen, M. D., C. B., F. Ut. 
S. The speaker alluded to Harvey us the 
greatest Vivisectionist, and declared that it 
was absolutely essential to the discovery of 
the Harveyan doctrine of the circulation 
of the blood tbat ithe discoverer shuuid have 
satistied himself by vivisection ofthe faets, 
Another discovery, that of John Hunter in 
1780, that the arterial capillaries enlarge un- 
der ‘‘the stimulus of necessity,” is attributa- 
ble to the same cause. The importance of 
Harvey’s discovery need not be told. Taat of 
Hunter bas given birth to the modern sy-- 
tem of treating aneurisms of the thigh, 
which were previously handled by amputation 
of that member. 

Dr. Owen depic'ed the conseqnenc:s if 
such an antivivisectional clamor bad then, as 
now, besieged Parliament. Fortunate:y 
Chancellor Bacon, a contemporary of Har- 
vey, had truer views of the methods of ad- 
vancing knowledge than have been muani- 
fested by some of his successors On the beneb. 
The speaker detailed the immense benetic vi 
vivisection and the congress unanimonsly in- 
dorsed his views in a resoiutivn, stating that 
exp: riments on liv ng animals bad proved of 
the utmost service to medicine in the pas, 
and were int isvensal }- to its fuiure progr. ss, 
and that vivisection in the hands of competent 
persons should not be restricted. 

In answer to a question Dr. Hodzen sai! 
that the opposition to the system was rather 
widespread. On the same day that Dr. Owen 
delivered bis address at | Be ereirstaby the 
meeting of the Victoria Street Society for the 
protection of animals. from vivisection was 

eld,by invitation of Lord Coleridge and Miss 
Coleridge, at the former’s residence, Sussex 
Square, Hyde Park. Among those present 
were Lord Talbot de Malahide, Cardinal 
Manning, Lord Mount-Temple, Mr. Lewis 
Morris, Gen. Colin Mackenzie, sir J. E. 


Eardley - Wilmot, M. re Miss 
Frapecs Power Cobbe and many 
otbers. The Ea:l of Shaftesbury 
took the cha'r, declaring in his

A 
resclution was ad »ptedi stating that *‘ vivisee- 
tion is a scientific blunder and a mora! offense 
and ought to be totally abolished.’’

Hogs and pork 
are so dear here this seasonthat they have 
but alimited sale abroad, and this is one of 
the chief reasonsjwhy cheeseis insuch de- 
mand. in secasons of cheap pork it takes the 
place of cheese, but when | phy is high cheese 
is in active demand at good prices. 


The European rabbit has been so prolific in 
New Zealand that its extefmination has be- 
come a Government duty. Although ‘“rua- 
holders” have been endeavoring to get rid of 
this pest—and in one caseno less than 180,- 
0U0 rabbits were cleared off in one year—in- 
dividual effort has signally failed to attain the 
desired result. It will be an amusing circum- 
stance if the fateofa New Zealand Govern- 
ment should ever depend on the fate of poor 
‘“‘bonny,’’ yet from present indications such 
is not impossible to be the case. 


The Fish Commissioners of Maine have been 
unusually active this vear in restocking the 
depleted waters of the State with food-fish. 
Thev have put 150,000 young sea salmon in 
the Kennebec, and an equal number in Pre- 
sumscot, and 300,000 young salmon in the Pe- 
nobscot. They have also put in 50,000 land- 
locked salmon in each of these rivers. About 
five years ago 50,000 land-locked salmon 
were turned into Rangeley, and this year 
sportsmen are taking with flies many two- 
pound fish. The Commissioners have put 
1,000,000 shad into the Kennebec at Water- 
ville, and 1,000,000 into the Penobscot. They 
have also put 2,000,000 whitensh into the 
Rangeley Lakes,and are stocking several of the 
smaller ponds with black bass. 


By the rerort of the Census Bureau it ap- 
pcars that 29,800,000 bushels of salt were pro- 
duced in the United States in 1880, of which 
Michigan produced 12,424,885 bushels, evap- 
orated from subterranean brine by solar and 
altificial heat, chiefly the latter. New York 
is the next State in theamcunt of its product 
—8,148.263 bushels. Virginia comes next 
with 2,679,488 bushels, closely followed by 
Ohio, which produces 2,650,301 bushels. Cal- 
ifornia produced 878,005 bushels. Of the total 
product only 888,958 bushels were produced 
from sea water, and only 944,158 bushels from 
inland lakes and natural deposits. Of the en- 
tire production, 24,969,072 was produced by 
artificial heat, 
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The drouth bas been goodfor people 
living in houses thatare damp in ordinary 
seasons, and the boards of line fences hive 
shrunk so much that neighbors can readily 
see all that is going on in the next yard with- 
out having to climb up into the attic.

611) tell youthat later,” said he, and setting 
up the beers once more he asked Meyer, to 
whom be appeared to have taken a liking, to 
step out with him, and the two left the sa- 
loon. When they were outside Mr. Donovan 
said tbat be wanted to raise thirty good 
menin St. Louis to leave the country alto- 
gether, and he requested Meyer to sound iis 
companions and make up a list for him of 
thirty stout, able-bodied fellows who could 
do some square fighting if the occasion re- 
quired, and be thengave Meyer a $10 bill to 
pav bim for bis trouble. 

‘‘Give me some idea of what you want these 
men for,’”’ said Meyer. 

“Well, it issomething like a tilibustering 
expedition. Weare going out of the coun- 
trv altogether.” 

Meyer took the next day off and hunted 
around among his friends until he got twenty 
men, and in the evening met Donovan by ap- 
pointment at the saloon on Grand avenue 
and Bellefontaine road, Then the scheme 
was fully unfolded to him, as he gave it yes- 
terdayto a PosT-DISPATCH reporter. He 
was obligated to secrecy and Donovan was to 
have met him the next night and give him 
more money and transportation, but as he 
bus not since shown up Meyer imagines the 
whole affair is off. Mever himself is a bright- 
looking young man of 26, American-born but 
of German extraction. He was met at the 
brick vard and asked about the affair. 

“Well,” said he, “J guess the thing is play- 
ed out. but we would have gone if he had 
come to time.”? 

‘‘Where did he want vou to go?”’ 

‘*It is a pretty long story. He is connected 
witb some Irish society in San Francisco that 
has bought a ship of warfrom one of those 
South American republics, I] think Peru, and 
they are fitting 1t out fora descent upon on 
Fremantle, Australia. You see some of their 
members are in the penitentiary 
there, and they want to come down onthe 
place sudden and get them out.

‘*No, indeed. 1 guess that he was tele- 
crapbed not to engage us,that they had beat- 
en up enough men near San Francisco.’’ 

“But you would haae gone?” 

‘‘Oh, ves, we were all readyto go. I’d 
just-as soon taken atry ata bit of work of 
that kind as anythipngjelse. It’s all in a life- 
time. Maybe he will turn up yet.”’ 

And upon that hope there area number of 
young men in North St. Louis anxiously 
awaiting another glimpse of Mr. Donovan.

THE SAFETY DEPOSIT. 


Suit Against the Natatorium for Re- 
covery of a Lost Hing. 

A suit was filed to-day in the Circuit Cort 
by Dr. A.J. Berry, brother of the Court of 
Appeals reporter, against the St. Louis 
Natatorium. Dr. Berrystates that he was 
the owner of a comeo gold ring on the 16th 
day of August, which he deposited 
with the defendants’ officers While 
vathing in the pool on Nineteenth and Pine 
streets. Upon leaving the establishment he 
dtmanded the return of his property, but it 
wus refneed, and therefore damages are asked 
for the value of the ring and the costs of suit. 
Jt seems that complaint was made to

Dr. Berry 
took the ring off before going into the pool 
and handed it to the attendant, telling him 
the number of his deposit-envelope, and 
the rivg was taken into the office 
by the attendant. When the 
envelope was returned to Dr. Berry he no- 
ticed that the ring was missing, and so in- 
formed the oftice-keeper, who said that he 
perfectly well remembered having placed it 
with the other artic'es and if tost the Doctor 
must have lostit onthe floor outside the 
oftice.
